the river. These "compensating works" 
are located at the head of the Soo rap- 
ids, just weat of the 
international 


bridge, and arc expected to answer 
fully the question laid before the cu- 
eincers. 


The canal as now construct"! di- 


vides the city into two parts, with an 
island pot tion given over to busiti'-ss 
purposes and the remainder used as 
tho residential stctioi1. 
At present 


there are still many dwelling houses 
on the island section, but when Sault 
Ste. Mai 10 attains tho grei.tnc^s ex- 
pected to be- thrust upon it by the won- 
derful canal it is certain that the \\ hole 
of that portion of the city w:ll lie use 1 
for commerce and c ;mmcrce only. In 
its course through the town the canal 
crosses thirteen streets and is spanned 
by five steel bridges, so that there is 
ample transit accommodation for the 
people of the Soo. 


Probably the most interesting fea- 


ture of the new waterway is the pow- 
er house on the river front of tho fore 


bay, 
or mill pond, at the lower end of 


the canal. There is no power house 
like it in the Tinted States. It is con- 
structed of red sandstone, is 48 feet 
m'er a quarter of a mile in length, is 
100 feet wide and 123 feet high. The 
massive building sits upon a founda- 
tion of piles covered by log sills and 
caps and covered with poitland co- 
mmit concrete to a depth of three feet. 
The cost of building this foundation 
alone represents a snug little fortune. 


The substructure consists of eighty- 


one masonry walls Kilt feet long, 20 
feet high and r> feet thick. The stalls, 
or pits, thus formed, aside from sup- 
porting the building, serve to deliver 
the water from the turbines into the 
river. 
The penstocks are all of uni- 


form dimensions. -10 feet long, 15 feet 
wide and 20 feet high. 
The dynamos 


occupy space on the same floor on the 
river side of the power house. 
The 


tloor above is used for the machinery 
which converts the energy of the wa- 
ter into electrical power. 


Three hundred and twenty turbines 


are used to develop this energy, which 
Is estimated at -10.000actual horsepow- 
er. 
Four of these turbines in pairs 


are placed in each penstock. All are 
connected with one high shaft 
of- 


pressed steel aud are housed In iron 
cases, leaving no openings save for 
the passage of water. The water en- 
ters the penstocks at a depth of thir- 
teen feet and pass.-s through Ihe buck- 
ets of the turbines, thrnfgh the draft 
tubes beloxv each turbine, thence Into 
the pits and from there into the river. 
As the rush of \\ater passes through 
the turbines the w 1

Another interesting feature is an 


"icv rack," which <.«.fupk-s a spuct- just 
ai the entrance to the fore bay. This is 
designed to intercept the ice. lo^s or 
other obstructions which may liud a 
way into ihe canal asid divert th*.-ia j 
into a spillway through which they are 
conducted into the river. 


The statistical side of the enterprise 


is also interesting as showing the iia- 
luensity of the work involved and as 
paying a tribute,to American genius. 
The canal has been four years in the 
making and has cost already fully 
$5.<'UU,iMA> for construction work alone. 
It is two and u third miles long from 
the mouth of the intake above the rap- 
ids to the overilow far below the en- 
trance to the old ship canals. 
The 


average width is 'J2A. feet, and the 
depth is '22 feet. The intake has an 
area of more than 15,000 square feet, 
through which will How a volume 
which is estimated to be 30,000 cubic- 
feet per second, with a velocity or" 
about two feet per second, or about 
one and a half miles per hour. The 
entrance is 891 feet wide and 18 feet 
deep. In its excavation some 300,000 
c-ubic yards ,of material were removed. 


For a distance of 4,100 feet the wa- 


terway was cut through solid rocfe. 
From the point where the rock forma- 
tion leaves off to the entrance to the 
power house the sides and bottom of 
the canal have been planked with the 
very best hemlock timber. At a point 
below the water line the timbering 
ceases, and the remainder of the sides 
is paved with rock. Above that the 
banks are sodded, and a row of trees 
borders each side. 


The object of the planking is to re- 


duce the friction, thus giving as large 
a fall as possible at the point where 
the water power is secured. The con- 
struction of the portion of the canal 
which traverses earth necessitated the 
removal of 1,500,000 cubic yards of 
material, and 15,000,000 feet of timber 
were used in the flooring and sides. 


The business of the St. Mary's Falls, 


or Soo, canal by far surpasses in 
volume that of any other canal in the 
world. 
The number of vessels that 


passed through the American Soo 
canal in 1901 was 15,837, with a reg- 
istered tonnage of 21,865,144 tons and 
a freight tonnage of 25,026.522 tons, 
while the net tonnage of the Suez ca- 
nal in 1900 was only 9,378,152 tons and 
that of the Kaiser Wilhelm canal 
4,282,094 tons. J. A. Fairlie in a paper 
on the economic effects of ship canals 
says of the American Soo canal: 


"The 
volume of traffic through this 


canal far exceeds that through the 
Suez canal. In 1881 the traffic.^ the 
old St. Mary's Falls canal wns 1,560,- 
000 tons as against 4.130,^00 tons 
through the Suez canal; but with the 
enlargement of the American canal a 
rapid increase in tralfic immediately 
developed. By 1889 it equaled that of 
the Suez canal (about 7,000.000 tons in 
each); in 1895 a tonnage of 15.uOO.000 
tons went through the St. Mary's Falls 
canal as compared with 8,500,000 tons 
through the Suez canal, and in 1890 tht- 
figures for the St. Mary's Falls canal 
were 10,240,000 tons. The present traf- 
fic through the American canal ex- 
ceeds the total foreign trade of the 
port of New York and is equal to near- 
ly half the total volume of the foreign 
trade of the United States. 


"This increase in traffic has meant a 


corresponding increase in the nuinlxr 
of vessels in the lake carrying trad", 
and probably half of the 3.230 vesse s 
on the lakes are employed in business 
depending on the canal. Between 1S83 
and 1897 the total tonnage on the lakes 
increased from 720,000 to 1,410,000 
tons, the increase being more than the 
total increase in the American mer- 
chant marine during this time." 


Uncle Sam has not the only fine piece 


of canal and lock work at Sault Ste. 
Marie. 
On the Canadian side of the 


river there is another ship canal. Work 
on this was begun in May, 1S80, and 
it was practically completed in No- 
vember, 1894, though it was not open

Flagstaff, Ariz., Sept. S.—This is the- 


busy season of the forest rangers, or 
"line riders." as tlu-.v are frequently 
called, in this neck o' woods. It is the 
province of the rangers to prou-i-t the 
forests from the ravages of fire, ivbich 
is particularly prevalent in the late 
summer and autumn months, a::tl tbeir 
task is no holiday outing. Almost auy 
day a careless woodsman vr* hunter' 
may drop a spark from his pipe in the 
dry leaves or dead grass, which is like- 
ly to start a conflajn^atiou 
raging 


through the underbrush and timber 
that will tax to the last degree the 
alertness, courage and endurance of 
the small army of lire lighters .whom 
the federal government has stationed 
hereabout for the protection of its for- 
est reserves.

tion of those who do not already know 
it that the largest continuous l.^lt of 
timber in the "United States is located 
in Arizona and a part of JSTew Mex- 
ico, This belt, mainly of uiagulfx-em. 
pine, starts near the boundary line be 
tween Utah and Arizona, CTOSSDS the 
Grand canyon of the Colorado rh or, 
covers the San Francisco and Mogol- 
lon mountains, runs southeasterly on t. 
biirh level plateau, or ''mesa," as it is 
called in tbjs country, and over into 
New Mexico. The greater part of this 
is virgin forests and is principally in- 
cluded within the public domain. 


The forest rangers are emplo;, ed by 


the government. 
The force, under, the 


command of a forestry supervisor, is 
largely recruited from old scout?, cow- 
boys and ranchmen who have spent 
the greater part of their lives iu tL^ 
country and who know "the lay of the 
land" and are familiar with ail the 
trails and passes through the deep 
canyons. 
They are assigned \o dis- 


tricts comprising from four to eight 
townships, the districts being divided 
with respect to danger from forest tires 
and accessibility of the country over 
w hich the ranger is required to ride. 
lie makes monthly reports to his super- 
visor, giving each day's ride, where 
he went, the purpose of his trip and 
what ho saw and the distance trav- 
eled. 


The ranger is paid ?GO a month and 


is required to own a horso nnd so much 
of a camping outfit as may be needed 
to live in the forest. 
Sometimes the 


abandoned cabin of a settler furnishes 
him with a roof, or he may make for 
himself a rude shack of logs and bark, 
but frequently he lives in the open, 
sleeping on the ground under a blan- 
ket. 
In the autumn, when the wind 


blows a hurricane and the dead grass 
and fallen leaves are as dry as tinder, 
his life is an exciting one. 


The standing orders of the rangers 


are to go at once to a fire when smoke 
is seen. Then there are lively times 
ahead. Camps are broken quickly, and 
away go the rangers on their licet and 
sure footed bronchos, over rocks, up and 
down steop hills, in places whore it 
would seem almost impossible for a 
man to climb, let alone a horse. In an 
incredibly short time there will be as- 
sembled at the ppint of conflict a largo 
force of forest fire fighters, many of 
them coming long distances. They hob- 
ble their horses along the fire line, nnd 
the battle begins—beating ont 
the 


flames with brush, hauling back the 
debris with iron rakes, cutting off doad 
trees all ablaze from lop to bottom and 
rolling in logs with the aid of ropes tied 
to their saddlehorns until the spread- 
ing conflagration is checked and finally 
conquered. It is hard and dangerous 
work. 


A great forest fire among the rocks 


and canyons of Arizona at night is ft 
luridly wild and picturesque scene. The 
most disastrous lire in iliis section in 
recent yours was that in ISOf), which 
burned over 500,000 acres, running be- 
fore the wind for -more than thirty 
miles. It scorned at times that nothing 
on earth eouhj Mop its awful speed. It 
ran leaping and twisting its way right 
up into tho peaks of the highest moun- 
tains and down the deep side canyons, 
where there was an accumulation of 
dead timber made by the storms and 
llres of mnny years. It wan only after 
many days of most persistent fighting 
that the terrific conflagration was stay- 
ed.

the Arizona forests, a fact which Is 
inonsurably duo 1o tho IncrenninK effi- 
ciency aud alertness of tno hardy line 
rlclws.

SOME OLD SHIPS. 


Interesting List Of Craft 
Celebrated 


In War And In Peace. 


Investigations recently made show 


ocyond a doubt thar the oldest war 
ship extant is tho Victory. Admiral 
Nelson's flagship at the battle of Tra- 
falgar. Tho Victory was launched in 
1765, a'id is no\\ 137 yoais old. She 
has passed many a jcar tied up to her 
dock at Portsmouth, and the tooth ol 
time has left its destructive mark up- 
on her. Not so long ago the British 
admiralty spent a considerable sum 
of money in saving the old ship from 
ruin. 


As a general rule, the lifetime of a 


ship built of the very bo-.-t material 
scarcely exceeds 120 years. 
To be 


sure, there are exceptions. Perhaps 
the most remarkable of them is the 
case of the whaler True Love of Hull. 
The True Love was a bark of 248 
tonb, and was built in Philadelphia 
in 1748. After she had 
saiied 
for a 


few years under tho American flag 
she was purchased by an Englishman 
and converted into a whaler. When 
she was ninety-seven years old, old 
enough to be letired, she still voyaged 
to the Arctic ocean. Alter changing 
hands once again she was still in ac- 
tive commission for I'oity-four years 
as a carrier of wood in the Baltic Sea. 
Finally, after an active life 
of 130 


yeais, she succumbed to the inexita- 
bic ax. 


Still another hoary ship 
was the 


sailing vessel Betsey Cains. The ex- 
act date of her 
launching is 
not 


known. But it is definitely recorded 
that in HJSS she bore the name Prin- 
cess Mario, and had the honor of car- 
rying Prince Wiliam of 
Orange to 


England. She was then 
used 
for a 


time as a pleasure yacht by Queen 
Anne. After her period 
of 
royalty 


tusefullness had passed she was sold 
and rechrihtcned Betsey Cains.

A long life was also granted to the
